During the first 18 years after the settlement, the 
people in the Several plantations were governed by Agents 
appointed by the ProprJetors,or Governors chosen by them- 
selves. Atlter the union with Massachusetts, the govein- 
ment was Colonial until 1680, when New-Hampshire be- 
came a Province of England, and so continued, c&ceptiag 
an interregnum in 168U, i690, 1691 ^nd 169S, untu the
